A c c o r d i n g to the experts the 
corn yield has been cut to the ex­ 
tent of three or four hundred mil­ 
lion bushels belaw the figure which 
it would have reached had an aver­ 
age amount of rain come. 
This, 
says the Globe-Democrat, of course, 
if true, means a further advance in 
prices. 
Already 
the 
range of 
prices is higher than it was last 
year. 
It is possible, however, that 
later returns may show that the 
damage has not been quite so great 
as is now supposed. 
The wheat 
crop has gone far above all former 
figures, and this will go a short 
distance at least toward making 
up for the damage in corn. 
Of 
course the producer is likely to get 
more for the crop this year than he 
did for the larger one of 
19 00. 
The big wheat yield will help to 
keep prices down in that cereal, 
and thus benefit consumers. 
Even 
with this relief the general level of 
food products is higher now than 
it was twelve months ago, and 
will continue to be higher until 
next vear at least. 


T h e Rev. Dr. Gladden, of Co 
lumbus, O ., is distressed about the 
practical workings of the referen­ 
dum in that city. 
He has be* n an 
earnest advocate of the system for 
many years. 
His interest in civic 
questions induced him to seek elec­ 
tion as an alderman a year or so 
ago.

Only 6,000 persons showed 
enough interest in city affairs to go 
to the polls to vote on the bond 
issue. 
This carelessness 
on the 
part of the taxpayers has disgusted 
Dr. Gladden, and he is forced to 
admit that his confidence in the 
referendum is shaken.

A d im p 'f'a nt discovery of the 
fossilized ren ains of a pre-historic 
serpent has been made by work­ 
men engaged in constructing a 
dwelling hou^e at Sioux Fall, S. D. 
A few days ago while digging a 
trench on the west side of the 
house the men found a round body 
eight inches 
in diameter which 
crossed the trench. 
W hen dig­ 
ging another trench about thirty- 
four feet east of the first, 
the 
round body was again encountered. 
A t this point it was about six 
inches in diameter. 
In proximity 
to it was found a fang about the 
size and shape of that of a sea lioa. 
It is estimated the serpent must 
have been fully seventy-five feet 
in length. 
Arrangements are being made to 
have the geologist from 
Brook- 
lings college go to Sioux Falls and 
unearth the monster. 
The body is 
perfectly ossified, but is very brit­ 
tle. 
The ossification is in layers, 
and the layers of the skin and flesh 
are distinct and easily identified. 
The fang apparently is of bone.
